"Does this evidence establish a rnn- 


suil piosiiso to marry? We think not. 
[t is not pretended that there was any 
offier of marriage prior t« the last inter- 
view. There is nothing ia the talk with 
reference to Europe in -which she was jus- 
tified in drawing the cciclnsion that he 
was-offering to take her with him as bis 
wife. The query made with reference 
to the location of the vacant lots is one 
that might well have been made of any 
person with -whom the defendant was 
acquainted without a thought of mar 
riage. The expresssoa "ivith reference to 
ois making her a long visit ou declin- 
ing her invitation to go into the house 
after seeing her home from church would 
to the ordinary mind hardly suggest the 
idea of marriage. 


"He spoke of protecting her and mak 


ing her happy. Upon these, expressions 
great stress is laid, and were it not for 
the circumstances tmder which they 
werc spckea it is possible there vronld 
be some support for the respondent's 
contention with reference to them, but 
these circumstances,, she well under- 
stood. He doubtless had reference to the 
mental pain and suffering she had un- 
dergone by reason of the alleged remark, 
and he sought to remove that trouble 
from her mind and assure her of his 
protection from further trouble of th-\t 
character. In the absence of fraud and 
deception there must be a contract, 
there must be a meeting of the minds 
of the contracting parties, aud the evi- 
dence must be of such a character as to 
justify a finding that such was the case. 
Xoiorm of words is required. A formal 
offer and acceptance are not necessary. 
bat thers unist bn an offer and. an ac- 
ceptance 'sufficiently disclosed or ex- 
pressed to fix the fact that they ware to 
marry as clearly as if put ia formx 
words.' The language used must be 
such as to show that the minds of the 
parties met. Contracts of marriage con 
cernthe highest interests of life and 
should b& sacredly guarded. If the con- 
duct and declarations of the parties, 
clearly indicate that they regard them- 
selves .M engaged, it is sufficient, other- 
wise not. 
Mere courtship, or even on 


intention to marry, is not- sufficient to 
constitute a contract. Thorough ac- 
quaintance \vith character, habits ant 
disposition is essential in order to make 
an ir.tnlligtmt contract. The parties, 
therefore, may form such an Acquaint- 
ance wirhont having the inferences of i 
"contract attach. Applying these rules 
to tho facts <if this es#e, it is npp;iivu 
that the evidence falls short of tha 
which is necessary to establish a con 
tract.'' 


The judgment of the lower court wa« 


reversed and a new trial ordered. —M 
York Sim.

to elapse before it should go into 
effect, during which time the dealers 
ot the country procured au Immense 
supply and compelled the people to 
pay tue increased taxes when tbe new 
tariff became operative. 


It is well known tbat any tariff 


bill passed by the new congress will 
impose a tax upon wool, and the 
speculators are already in the field 
ordering immense quantities of wool 
imported to bare it here and hold it 
until the increased duties go into 
effect. They want to buy wool while 
it is free, store it, and when the new 
tariff goes into operation with high 
tariff taxes, they will then compel 
the consumers to pay the increased 
prise. All such provisions in the 
tariff bill must ba dictated by specu- 
lative interests, and we are glad to 
hear that Mr. Dlngley, who is re- 
spQn?>b.iy charged wiib. toe new bill, 
means to cut off this systematic rob- 
bsty under color of law. 


It Is now announced that Chairman 


Dlngley will halt this unwarranted 
oppression of comuaera by requiring 
tli it all imported goods in band at 
the time tbe tariff bill shall be passed 
must pay the tariff duties imposed 
by the new measure.
